Pollution  Abatement 


The  military  construction  projects  proposed  in  this  program 
will  be  designed  to  meet  environmental  standards.  Military 
construction  projects  proposed  primarily  for  abatement  of 
existing  pollution  problems  at  installations  have  been  reviewed 
to  ensure  that  corrective  design  is  accomplished  in  accordance 
with  specific  standards  and  criteria. 


Energy  Conservation 

Military  construction  projects  specifically  for  energy 
conservation  at  installations  have  been  developed,  reviewed,  and 
selected  with  prioritization  by  energy  savings  per  investment 
cost.
